F on 
17 days. Including 3 days over lOh degrees F. per weather inlofmation. The lack ot solid shade or use of an 
adequate density t layers of shadecloth does not allow protection from direct sunlight to prevent discomlort for the 
animals under these condiiions.

The vokjniteer asked if the Marmoset t>»t, and was told 
that she oould bile. The volunteer proceeded to slick her linger In the Marmoset ehclesure. The employee lin charge 
did not prevent this, or correct the volunleer lor doing so. An animal biting a huirran is put at risk, since the results of 
such a bile can lead to a need to test the animal for diseases such as rgbies. Any person on charge pf a iacilily pr cl 
volunteers musJ be able to ensure that appropriate and acceptable practicee. are used by Ihose at the laoilily. Training 
meihods for all facility personnel, irrcluding volunteers and supervisors, must ensure a professionally acceptable level 
of care and berdling.
